Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed April 26, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The applicant argues that "Bray fails to disclose a downstream 
receiver." Bray does, in fact, disclose a downstream receiver. "On-screen display 
(OSD) 22 responds to signals received from microprocessor 20. OSD+Video 24 then 
superimposes the signals from OSD 22 upon the video signal received from 
microprocessor 20. The audio and video portions of the signal are then available to the 
viewer by the means of video (RF) out 30, video out 32, audio (Left) out 34, and audio 
(Right) out 36" (Col 3, Lines 51-56). The video (RF) out 30, video out 32, audio (Left) 
out 34, and audio (Right) out 36 inherently goes to a downstream receiver. In order for 
the RF signals to be available to the use, there must be a downstream receiver. 

The applicant continues to argue that the "system of Bray does not prevent 
further processing of an embedded portion of a television signal". Bray processes the 
embedded portion by "modifying the closed captioned signal in order to display only 
acceptable words or phrases" (Abstract). Bray does prevent further processing of an 
embedded portion of a television signal. "The closed caption data is stripped from the 
video signal by microprocessor 20 at step 128" (Col 4, Lines 8-9).
